HOW TO GROW FUCHSIAS 


Fuchsias are one of the easiest plants to grow. Their native home is the tropic and 
semi-tropical areas of North and South America, with a few coming to us from far-off 
New Zealand. They are at home in practically any country of the world and will 
thrive in any state of the Union. 5 f 

Select a shaded or partially shaded area of your garden in which to plant them. 
Give them a rich friable soil made up of two parts garden loam, one part leafmold 
or peat and one part well rotted manure. To this add occasional light feedings of 
some good commercial fertilizer and you will have a glorious display of gorgeous 
bloom for many months. During the hot summer, top dress the soil around the base 
of the plants with one inch of leafmold or peatmoss. This will keep the roots cool, 
which is one of the few requisites of Fuchsias. They will not stand an outside 
temperature below 20 degrees Fahrenheit. In cold countries they must be lifted with a 
ball of earth around the roots and stored away during extreme cold weather, then 


reset in the spring.

They are perfectly happy 
with their roots in a soil mixture of equal parts of decomposed granite or 
coarse gravel, sandy loam, peat and leafmold. They may be grown in 
pots or in the open ground in raised beds. 

Place them in any partially shaded area of the garden where there is 
good circulation of air. They will stand temperatures as low as 18, and 
once established are permanent. 

The flowers are produced on spikes, 20 to 40 flowers to a spike. The 
color range includes many tempting shades of yellow, orange, green, pink, 
apricot and red. Flowering season November to April. 

Plants range in price from $3.50 to $25.00, according to size and variety. 


LAELIAS 


Derivation of the name is uncertain, but supposed to be that of a vestal 
virgin, because of the delicate beauty of the flowers. 

Included in the genus we find some 30 species native to the coastal 
states of Mexico, Guatemala and southern Brazil. 

LAELIA ANCEPS, and AUTUMNALIS, are the species most generally 
grown in California gardens. Where temperatures do not go below 20 
degrees they. may be left out of doors all year. 

The most popular colors are shades of lavender and pink. The flower- 
ing season is from November to February. 

While it is true that Laelias may be grown in pots, they are much 
happier and are more effective when grown in old logs, or in wooden or 
wire baskets. The most popular material for the roots to grow in is a 
combination of 60 per cent Osmundine Orchid fiber, and 40 per cent 
Oregon green moss. 

Hang the Laelia baskets in a cool greenhouse, in a shady lathhouse, or 
under a tree where there is a good circulation of air. Water well during 
the growing season, February to September. After that an occasional 
watering, say once every ten days to two weeks. This will aid in setting 
a good crop of bloom spikes. Withhold all water while the plant is in 
flower, as this will prolong. the life of the flowers.

The irresistible charm and beauty of the flowers of the 
Camellia has won them a high place in the hearts of all. 

However, because of their almost ethereal beauty, many people 
have been a little timid about trying their hand at them. Or 
perhaps you may have tried to grow Camellias without finding 
out just a little about their likes and dislikes. Stop being afraid 
of them. Follow the few simple rules outlined below and you'll 
find them as easy to grow as sunflowers. 

They may be grown in containers or out in the open 
ground. Select a partially shaded area, and if the soil is heavy, 
provide drainage for your plants by placing a generous supply 
of coarse gravel in the bottom of the hole before planting. 

While they will grow in any good reasonably light soil, they 
will do much better if planted in a mixture of one-fourth each 
of the following: imported peat, leaf mold, topsoil, sandy loam. 

Feed your plants regularly every 60 days with Bandini Ca- 
mellia food, Long’s Camellia food, or any good plant food suit- 
able for acid loving plants. 

Keep your plants on the acid side with occasional treatment 
of Aluminum Sulphate or soil sulphur, as they do best in a soil 
where the Ph is around 5.5 to 6.5. Do not feed until 3 weeks 
after applying acid treatment. 

Keep your plants well watered at all times, but do not give 
them so much water that the soil becomes soggy. Above all, do 
not fuss over your Camellias, give them reasonable care, but do 
not kill them with kindness.

How to Grow Tuberous Begonias 


Begonias, once started, need little care aside from the following 


simple rules: 


Start your begonia tubers in shallow boxes, placing them in rows with 
a two-inch space separating each one. Use a mixture of two parts leaf- 
mold to one part sand; if the leafmold is not available use coarse sand. 
Set the tubers with the top of the tuber just level with the top of the 
sand or leafmold mixture. Keep your boxes of tubers in a shady place 
where the temperature is about 60 degrees Fahrenheit. Water them well, 
so as to soak the mixture thoroughly; after that keep just slightly damp 
until the leaves appear, when more water may be applied without danger 
of rotting the tubers. 


When the plants are about three inches tall transfer to four or five- 
inch pots or directly to a partially shaded area of the garden. Set them 
in a light mixture of two parts leafmold, one part coarse sand and one 
part WELL ROTTED cow manure. When the first flower: buds appear 
give frequent light feedings of some good well balanced pester 
fertilizer. 


On hot days, when the temperature is 80 degrees or over, sprinkle 
the foliage frequently. This will prevent the flowers dropping off. 


In the fall, when the tops have died down, lift the tubers and store 
in a cool dry place, away from frost. The following January or February 
they may be started again. The average life of the tuber is eight years.

Timely Tips on Culture of 
Fibrous Begonias 


Begonias for the most part thrive best in a well 
drained, partially shaded location such as in a lath- 
house, a summer house or where they receive filtered 
sunlight from trees or tall growing shrubs. Oak leaf- 
mold, whenever that is obtainable, is the best founda- 
tion for your soil mix. If this is not obtainable use 
German or Swedish peat moss. The leafmold should be 
well rotted, and in a rather coarse condition, with 
some leaves in it about the size of one’s thumb nail. 


Mix up as follows: Two shovelfuls of leafmold or 
peatmoss, one shovelful of sandy loam, one shovelful 
of well rotted cow manure (by well rotted I mean 
at least eight months old), and to this add one 214- 
inch pot of cotton seed “meal, and one 4-inch pot of 
granulated charcoal. 


The plants may be potted or set in the garden in 
this soil. Begonias are not deep rooters, so a pocket 
of eight to twelve inches of the above is sufficient. 
Water well during hot weather, but do not drown the 
plants. They cannot stand having their roots in water. ” 
Occasional light feedings of cotton seed meal will help 
the growth and bloom. Should the soil get on the 
alkaline side, apply a small dose of aluminum sulphate, 
about one ounce to each square yard.

Mulch the 
plants with one inch of well-rotted cow 
manure in January, and again with one 
inch of leaf-mold in June. Keep seed 
pods removed to prolong blooming season.
